The Otherworld 

Ayakashi is an archaic term for yokai. 

Kami are Shinto deities or spirits. The word can be used for a range 
of creatures, from nature spirits to strong and dangerous gods. 

Kamuhakari is the weeklong convocation of kami at Izumo 
Oyashiro shrine in October of the lunar calendar. Therefore in the 
lunar calendar, October is called Kamiarizuld (month-with-kami) 
in Izumo, and Kannazuld (month-without-kami) in other regions. 
Festivals are held at Izumo Oyashiro during the ICamuhakari. 

Onibi-warashi are like will-o’-the-wisps. 

Shikigami are spirits that are summoned and employed by onmyoji 
(Yin-Yang sorcerers). 

Shinshi are birds, beasts, insects or fish that have a special 
relationship with a kami. 

Tochigami (or jinushigami) are deities of a specific area of land. 
Tsuriki is a kami’s power and becomes stronger the more it is used. 

Honorifics 

-chan is a diminutive most often used with babies, children or 
teenage girls. 

-dono roughly means “my lord,” although not in the aristocratic 


-hime means princess, although a Japanese princess is not the same 
as a Western one and isn’t necessarily the daughter of a king. 

-san is a standard honorific similar to Mr., Mrs., Miss, or Ms. 

-sama is used with people of much higher rank.

An actual valley northwest of Mount Kurama. 

Page 111, panel 2: Negative ions 

Negatively charged ions are released by bodies of water and 
green areas such as forests. Negative ions are said to have health 
benefits, including making you feel energized and invigorated. 

Page 114, panel 4: Atago, Takao 

One of the eight great tengu (hachi daitengu) is said to live on 
Mount Atago. Another of the eight great tengu, Naigubu, is said 
to live on Mount Takao.
